The Recent Meeting at Waterville. 





If any more positive evidence of the 
spread of thought and brain foree among 
the farmers of our State were needed, than 
what is seen almost every day in their great- 
er general intelligence ;—such evidence could 
certainly be found in studying a gathering 
of farmers like that which took place at Wa- 
terville last week under the direction of the 
Board of Agriculture and State Dairymen’s 
Association. With the exception of Thurs- 
day evening—when the attendance was 
rather limited—the Town Hall was well fill- 
ed with an intelligent body of farmers, a 
large proportion of whom were young men ; 
and we are glad their presence was ac- 
knowledged and welcomed by President 
Gilbert, who addressed a few earnest and 
appropriate words to them. It was a mat- 
ter of hope and encouragement to all inter- 
ested in the advancement of our agriculture, 
not only to see the charaeter of the audi- 
ence, but to witness the deep interest they 
manifested in the proceedings of the meet- 
ing. Especially was this the case during 
the lectures of Prof. L. B. Arnold of Roch- 
ester, N. Y. This gentleman is an acknowl- 
edged authority upon the subject of dairy- 
ing in all its branches, milk production and 
manipulation—and while he was engaged 
in giving his scientific and yet highly pop- 
ular and practical lectures—the earnestness 
and attention of the large audiences pres- 
ent, was conclusive proof of the high intel- 
ligence of our farmers and their desire to 
avail themselves of the discoveries of science, 
and its application to the more rational and 
more profitable conducting of those branches 
of farming in which so many are now be- 
coming deeply interested. At the close of 
his lectures, an hour was consumed by the 
lecturer, in answering the numberless ques- 
tions which were being constantly asked 
him—showing that he had not only set the 
farmers thinking, but that they were intel- 
ligent enough to question him, and demand 
more information upon some of the most 
abstruse pointsin his lectures. When farm- 
ers can be made to think, and ask questions 
of those competent to instruct, they are set- 
ting at work those faculties, the results of 
which will be shown in better farming and 
more intelligent and useful lives. And 
while the reading of agricultural journals 
and books has done much to diffuse intelli- 
gence among our farmers, it is in such 
gatherings as that just held at Waterville, 
that we see the power of that personal mag- 
netism which comes from association, from 
assembling together for mutual benefit, 
where face sharpeneth face, and mind acts 
upon mind. The power of such meetings 
for good is beyond question, and it is by 
them that our farmers are stepping out into 
a stronger, more positive and more influen- 
tial life; that their presence and their intel- 
ligence is being felt, and that both are com- 
manding respect and attention. How large 
an audience of farmers, think you, could 
have been got together fifteen years ago, to 
have listened to lectures on milk, orchard- 
ing and general farm management? And 
yet by these farmers’ meetings, where com- 
petent and experienced instructors give oth- 
ers the benefit of their learning, we now 
see gathered together the most intelligent, 
and successful, and go-ahead farmers—who 
gladly avail themselves of these opportuni- 
ties of acquiring scientific knowledge and 
practical information which they will apply 
to the better management of their own 
farms, and to the particular specialty in 
which they are most interested. And year 
by year these meetings are being more large- 
ly attended, and their good influence upon 
the minds and soil of our State is being ex- 
tended more widely and deeply—an influ- 
ence that will be beneficial and lasting 
throughout the years of the long future.

Promise of the Cheese Factory System. 


Second Article. 

Under the cheese factory system rapid ex- 
haustion of soil ceases, and it is practicable 
to reverse the progress towards barrenness 
and augment yearly the produce from our 
land. Under this system the crops of the 
farm are taken in the crude state, subjected 
to a condition of manufacture, so to speak, 
and come out milk. This goes to the facto- 
ry to go through processes of its own, and 
it comes out cheese. From this money is real- 
ized all the crops taken from the land are 
returned to it, except in a few elements of 
plant food, the amount of which is ape | 
calculated and is readily returned to the so 
in some cheap form. 

It isnot commonly realized how few pounds 
of costly plant food is removed from the 
soil in a very large weight of milk. In 
practice therefore dairying is much less ex- 
haustive to our land than most systems of 
husbandry, and so gradual is the process, 
that it may be doubted whether it does not 
offer in itself a means of advancing the fer- 
tility of all but the pasture portion of farms. 
But when dairying proceeds upon a rational 
system and one most conducive to our in- 
terests, recourse will be had occasionally to 
purchase of foods or manures, and the whole 
acreage of the farm shall be retained in a 
fruitful condition. 

My brother affords me the means of pre- 
senting further and exact information in a 
form which I believe is new, and inviting 
thought.

0.76. Total, 15.15. One hundred pounds 
of milk is worth for cheese on the average 
about $1.20. The money value removed 
from the soil is about .15 cents. 

When the system of agriculture is a mixed 
system—or not clearly defined and subject 
to constant change—as this year concentra- 
tion of energies on the hop fields, the next 
fattening cattle, at another time sale, of all 
live stock and the provision for them, now 
sheep, now a few colts costly at birth and of 
amazing promise the first year; all this ren- 
ders it well nigh impossible to adhere for 
any length of time to those principles of ag- 
riculture—obedience to which success in the 
long run depends—as we disregard them 
farming becomes more and more a lottery, 
and the prizes are fewer; one year profita- 
ble, the next finds the farm scarcely sup- 
porting the family. 

What is to be regarded with more favor is 
a systeffi which, if steadily adhered to for 
many years, may be depended on to yield a 
sum of money beyond expenses at the year’s 
end, one year with another. A little profit 
annually from our operations that may be 
calculated on in advance, is much more con- 
ducive to our happiness, our well being and 
the well being of the entire community, than 
the same sum of profit coming irregularly to 
us and in doubt a part of the time. 

It seems to me the influence of the cheese 
factory is all in this direction. The price of 
cheese is likely to be maintained within cer- 
tain small limits. Under this system the 
farmer is in a position to use many facts ac- 
cessible to him, to forecast the amount of 
milk his farm can supply the factory, the 
price he will get for it and the cost of it. It 
is thus within his power to come to a pretty 
close and accurate calculation of the three 
elements in the problem. The cost of ev- 
ery operation will receive his attention— 
pager ee | will be in order because the system 
to which his operations are reduced will 
make the advantages of economy obvious 
daily. Everything that will increase his 
yield of milk on the farm, the quality of the 
cow, the increase of the food returned b 
each acre, and the circumstances that will 
convert the most of it to milk, will receive 
attention. The largest number of pounds 
of milk produced at the least cost is the 
problem. Years of experience on the farm 
with thought directed in one channel, to one 
objective point, is promotive of incentive to 
enterprise by the results that follow. Suc- 
cess being measured by so simple a standard 
as pounds of milk and cost, is more likely to 
be realized than in those cases where it must 
be measured by the results inmoney; of op- 
erations that do not succeed each other ac- 
cording to wy eee method laid down 
in advance. airying is promotive of stead- 
iness and persistency in one course of ac- 
tion, and probable results cen be forecast. 
Farmingisno longerso much of ashifting ex- 
pedient for a livelihood, ready to be swapped 
like an old horse upon the first opportunity. 
Suppose the farms of a neighborhood to be 
yearly improving, the farming to become 
yearly more methodical, each yielding an 
annual profit anticipated with confidence. 
Then think how pleasant the lot of the son 
will seem, who is born to inherit his father’s 
farm! . 

I had intended to notice the character of 
Maine cattle in general, excellent in many 
localities in many respects, and in some sec- 
tions hardly surpassed by the thoroughbred 
for working oxen and beef combined; the 
demands that will be made upon the cattle 
by the cheese factory and the most econom- 
ical means of effecting the desired changes. 
Perhaps I will recur to the subject in anoth- 
er article.

Sheep or Cows—Advice to Young Farmers, 


I noticed in the FARMER of the 9th ult., a 
communication headed ‘‘Dairy Farming vs. 
Sheep Husbandry,” in which your corres- 
ondent gives his preference for sheep, and 
in support of his theory he has cast up the 
accounts for the poor cow, and in his array 
of figures has brought the cow sadly in debt 
to her owner. But this same correspondent 
has, (after casting up his figures for the cow) 
for some unknown reason, neglected to fig- 
ure for the sheep, but has given us to under- 
stand that he preferred them because they 
were more profitable. Since Mr. A. did not 
cast up his account for the sheep I will en- 
deavor to present a few figures on the side 
of the sheep, and see if they are any more 
profitable than cows. 

First, we will accept his figures given for 
the cow as correct, and as a stan for 
reckoning onthesheep. It requires as much 
hay to winter eight sheep as one cow, there- 
fore it will cost fifty-five dollars to winter

Cherries, 

Boys of the last generation can well re- 
member the luscious cherries which grew in 
abundance in every en—before the evil 
days came of ‘black knot”—when the trees 
were thrifty and luxuriant in wth and 
heavily laden with large, perfect fruit, so 
rich and juicy, so grateful to the palate in 
the parching heat of mid-summer, so refresh- 
ing to the taste when the relish for many 
kinds of food abates, and a longing for tart 
and pungent fruits takes possession of us, 
that the appreciative soul involuntarily‘ten- 
ders a tribute of thanks to the Giver of all 
good gifts for this one among thousands of 

eautiful and wonderful things which Na- 
ture produces for the sensuous delight of 
man. 

Boys of the present [om ee can hardly 
realize the pleasure of eating ripe cherries, 
which was the common experience of their 
fathers forty years ago. The disease which 
has blighted and destroyed the cherry tree 
in our country within the last half century, 
until scarcely a vestige, remains in many 
sections of this useful tree, is a theme for 
much comment by writers on fruit culture; 


remedy has been discovered for it. It is not 
my peepese to discuss this topic to an 
length, but to present a few thoughts whic 
may tend to stimulate farmers and fruit 
growers to a more extensive cultivation of 
the cherry for market as well as domestic 
use. Downing says, ‘‘As a pleasant and re- 
aay desert fruit, the cherry is every- 
where hig ly esteemed. The early season 
at which it ripens, its juiciness, edieny and 
richness render it always acceptable.” Ac- 
cording to this author, it originated in Asia, 
whence the Roman general Lucullus, after 
a victorious expedition into Pontus, brought 
it to Italy in the year 69 B.C. Pling says 
the Romans, 100 years after this, had eight 
varieties in cultivation, and they were soon 
afterwards carried to all parts of Europe. 

Cherries were introduced into this country 
wy seeds brought, both from England and 
Holland. The cherry tree in Germany and 
Switzerland is used asa common roadside 
tree, where they are planted for long distan- 
ces ‘‘by desire of the respective govern- 
ments, not only for shading the travelers, 
but in order that the poor pedestrian may 
obtain refreshment on his journey. All 
persons are allowed to partake of the cher- 
ries on condition of not injuring the trees.” 
In the quotation from which the above ex- 
tract is taken, the author commends the hu- 
mane feeling displayed by the princes of 
these countries, in causing cherry trees to 
be planted in public places for general use. 
Among the measures of public reform and 
improvement, and of commensurate impor- 
tance with the propagation of fish and the 
preservation of certain birds, is not the care 
and extensive propagation of the cherry 
tree for shade and fruit, a subject worthy 
the attention of law givers as well as nur- 
serymen and gardeners? 

e kind of cherries best known to us is 
what is familiarly known as ‘‘tame cherries” 
(as distinguished from the common black 
and red bird cherries which grow wild in 
our fields), but are identical with the ‘‘Late 
Kentish” as described by Downing which 
under various names is, or has been, in near- 
ly every American garden. 

This author has put this variety in the 
second class, as belonging to those varieties 
superseded by better ones. Of late years, 
the Western tree growers have sent into our 
State great quantities of cherry trees amongst 
other stock, many of them of well known 
and approved sorts; and it is probable that 
in a few years the old ‘“‘tame cherry” of our 
boyhood will have become almost unknown 
and unappreciated amid those of a more 

retentious origin and bearing high sound- 

g names, but I do not expect to ever eat 
cherries of any sort or under any cireum- 
stances that will taste better than the old 
Late Kentish when fully ripe, and this indi- 
vidual ‘‘up a tree,” among the branches red 
with the pendent globules of juicy richness. 

The writer has, during nearly twenty 

ears past, had a number of these old fash- 
oned trees under cultivation and in almost 
constant bearing, and by dint of watching 
and carefully removing black knot as soon 
as it appeared, kept those trees in quite 
good condition, and has some years had the 
erage of sharing with his family and 

iends several bushels of nice fruit. 

About eight years ago I commenced plant- 
ing the improved kinds, the Reine Hortense 
and Belle nifique being selected for trial, 
the first ripening in July and the latter in 
August. These varieties are very desirable 
for cultivation and with the common kind 
extend the season of cherries over a period 
of more than amonth. Last year I plucked 
ripe cherries of the Belle Magnifique in Sep- 
tember. Since planting the above two kinds, 
I have added about fifteen other varieties to 
my collection selected from the lists of prom- 
inent dealers in N. Y. trees. These trees 
are not all in bearing yet, but having tasted 
of the fruit of several of them in 1874, and 
witnessed the healthy condition and vigor- 
ous growth of them all, Iam confident my 
venture in the cherry growing line is to be 
a success. My objectin planting so many 
kinds was to test and prove their adaptation 
to Maine soil and climatic conditions, as well 
as the quality of fruit produced by each and 
its value for home or market purposes. 

The Varieties to Grow. 

Of early ripening and productive sorts and 
well adapted to Maine gardens, are the Ken- 
tish or Early Richmond and the May Duke, 
both of which are unrivalled for their supe- 
rior fitness for both ¢ and dessert 
uses. Of kinds ripening after these are the 
Black Heart, a cherry of great fruitfulness 
and good flavor, ‘‘better known” says Down- 
ing, ‘than, almost any’ other cherry in this 
country.” The Black Tartarian and the Mo- 
rello are desirable kinds of medium and late 
cherries. A friend residing in Portland, 
having four or five of the Black Heart trees 
in his small garden, sold in the summer of 
1873 about $30 worth in the market besides 
a generous quantity consumed by his family 
and those presented to friends. There is a 
statement on record from authority, of 
one Black Heart tree in Hallowell, havin 
produced in one year six bushels of frult 
sold for $7 per bushel. These instances of 
the great productiveness of this cherry and 
the ready demand in market, is enough to 
send a thrill through the soul of a cherry 
lover, and t new energy in those whom 
the black knot and the cro of the inane 
and faithless have dissuad many at-

Plums and Plum Trees. 

An item went the rounds of the newspa- 
pers last summer, stating that a certain 
distinguished divine had stated that “the 
Lord could have made better fruit, but that 
he never had made any superior to the 
strawberry.” Probably the reverend gen- 
tleman had never partaken of the delicious 
plums which we raise in Maine, either in 
their fully ripe state in the fall of the year, 
or at other seasons of the year when they 
are prepared as preserves by our provident 
housewives. It is no more trouble to raise 
o hemes supply < Guten a gp ~~ it 
s good apples. e Imper e, Mc- 
Laughlin and Jefferson are that v the most 
delicious and hardy varieties cultivated in 
this section, and will thrive in any soil that 
will produce apples or rs, although they 
do best in clayey soil, kept in g heart. 
Although the plum bearing tree is not long 
lived, they are very easily propagated eith- 
er from the seed or from shoots, and can be 
grafted with little experience, with any 
choice variety at one or two years of age, 
and will yield fruit when four or five years 
old. The black knot is about the only dis- 
ease with which plum trees are seriously 
afflicted, and these exrescences should be cut 
off as soon as they make their appearance 
on the limbs or trunk of the tree. A little 
salt or rockweed scattered around the roots 
of the trees is beneficial, and if slugs attack 
the leaf, which is a rare occurrence, me 
ashes or air-slacked lime scattered throu 
the tops of the tree, when the dew is on the 
leaves, will destroy the slugs or worms 
which infest them. These plums will al- 
ways find a ready market in our cities and 
villages at about four times the price of our 
best apples, and our fruit raisers would find 
profit in cultivating them and a lux- 
ury for their own tables, which kings might 
en By the perusal of the transactions of 
the last meeting of the Pomological Society, 
published in your columns, I find no men- 
tion made of plums or plum trees, and as it 
is one of our best orchard luxuries, I con- 
sider it worthy of the attention of every 
fruit culturist of our State to propagate 
some of the best varieties of the plum. 

The varieties of fruit recommended by 
the Society as the best for cultivation in the 
southern portion of our State corresponds 
well with the experience of orchardists in 
this section. M.

Milk---Measure or Weight? 


I have been anxiously watching the doings 
of the Legislature hoping that this season 
they would change the measure of milk from 
ale and beer to that of wine, believing that 
is to be and is demanded by justice. By 
using a different measure from that of other 
States, the reported produce of this State is 
seriously belittled along side of other States 
and in the United States statistics." For in- 
stance, when a cow in Massachusetts. and 
other States gives 20 quarts of milk a day, 
the same cow and quantity would make but 
17 quarts a day in Maine, or 15 quarts less in 
every hundred. And the weight of the ale 
and beer measure is so non-come-at-able 
that no one undertakes to weigh a can to find 
the contents, whereas the measure ‘‘a pint 
to a pound the world around,” would enable 
the grocer and others to weigh the can of 
milk, and afterwards the can, and see ata 
glance the amount instead of slopping, both- 
ering and wasting by measuring it out. 
Agee, what does Maine want of ale and beer 
measure? Our contempt for ale and beer 
ought to be enough to secure the change if 
there were no other reasons; and perhaps 
retailers are now in many cases and places 
selling by wine measure instead of the ob- 
noxious (foam) beer measure without com- 
ments—the State law thus being of no ben- 
efit to the consumers, while it may be a 
temptation to the producer to adulterate 
with water the excess he is obliged to give 
over wine measure. ;

About Mules---Answer to Query. 


Mules are worth from 50 to 100 per cent. 
more than horses to sell, but to work and 
wear out are worth much more. I mean 
good, well bred mules (not Mexican scrub 
mules) that stand up and weigh from nine 
to fourteen hundred pounds, and they can 
be just as easily raised as any other animal. 
All that is wanted is a good Jack and liberal 
feed. To wear out, who can tell what they 
are worth? When they will earn their liv- 
ing after two years old, and at four will step 
into any place and fill it that a horse can, 
and then they will work from thirty to fifty 
years with a small per cent. of risk, and on 
two-thirds the expense of keeping a horse, 
besides being more intelligent and docile 
than horses.

Trouble with the Butter.

It —_ perhaps be 
easier to determine, if we knew how the 
milk had been treated. Ordivarily we have 
no trouble if the milk has been scalded, and 
the cream is at the proper temperature at 
the time of churning. But during the ex- 
tremely cold weather which we have had 
this winter, we have been obliged to take 
special pains to sour the cream by keeping 
it around the fire. May it not-be in this case 
that the cream has not become sufficiently 
sour? Cc. B. 











Seeing the trouble of your correspondent, 
A Distressed Sister) in your last issue, I 
ought I would tell some of my experience ; 
it having been similar to hers. This winter 
I strain my milk in tin pans, in small quan- 
tities, and place them over a kettle of boiling 
water, and let them stand until the milk be- 
—_ to crinkle, then set it where it will not 
eze. Skim into your cream-pot, adda 
spoonful of salt and a little sour milk; stir 
it every time you add more cream. Keep it 
in a warm place so it will sour before you 
churn it. Scald your churn so as to have it 
warm and it will come in from eight to fif- 
teen minutes. Our cows have had nothing 
but hay this winter, and the butter is just as 
nice as it wasin the summer. Our hay is 
nice and the cows have a plenty of good soft 
water, and salt where they can get it when 
they want it. Try this plan and give us the 
result. SISTER Mary.

I always aim to keep my cream moderate- 
ly warm while nee for a churning, and 
not in a cold room until churning day, and 
then heat it. I have been married forty-six 
years; have always kept from one to eight 
cows, and have always churned from one to 
three times per week. I never had butter 
fail of coming, and never have it come soft 
or white. I attribute my success to always 
keeping the cream at a uniform temperature. 

Down East FARMER’S WIFE. 


Although a young house-keeper, of six- 
teen years, I will try to give our *‘Distressed 
Sister” a little information on making butter. 
First I scald my milk, then set itaway where 
it will freeze hard. When commencing to 
save my cream, I pa a cupful of sour but- 
ter-milk into it. I frequently sprinkle ina 
little salt, stirring it quite often, and keep it 
near the fire where it will thicken and sour. 
I churn once a week, and do not have to 
churn more than five or ten minutes.

Hints on Horse Raising. 
The business of organization having been 
completed, the first exercise of the fore- 
noon was the reading of a paper on the 
question as to whether we have not been 
raising too many small, fleet horses in 
Maine. This was — by Lyman Lee, 
member of the Board for Piscataquis 
county. 
In commencing he alluded to the fact that 
forty years ago, most of the farm work and 
teaming upon the road, was done by oxen. 
Oxen were needed for the heavy work of 
clearing the farms, and no one was consid- 
ered much of a farmer if he had not a num- 
ber of yokes of oxen. Now there are hard- 
ly oxen enough in some places to break the 
roads, and even for purposes of work, 
draft horses are taking their places. While 
by this substitution of horse for ox labor, 
heavy horses have been brought into de- 
mand, we have not raised them in sufficient 
numbers—but have been producing and us- 
ing a class of horses altogether too light for 
heavy farm and road work. These heavy 
horses we have been obliged to obtain from 
other States and sections. Now why not 
produce these horses in our own State— 
such as we get from Prince Edward Island, 
Iowa and elsewhere? The fatal fascination 
of raising fast horses, has seized upon too 
many farmers—and attention to the breed- 
ing of this class of horses has driven out all 
attempts in the direction above indicated. 
A showy little stallion of 800 or 900 Ibs., is 
too often patronized in the vain hope of se- 
curing a speedy colt, when the services of a 
well made up horse of 1100 or 1400 Ibs., 
which should be secured are not used. 
Farmers seek for speed in raising horses, 
and obtain it only in very rare instances. 
Now if these animals chance to become a 
little lame, or slightly blemished, they are 
of little or no-value; while heavy horses 
although they may not be perfect, are still 
useful and command good prices. The 
breeding of fast horses should be left to the 
professional horse-men and trainers; as 
farmers seldom make it profitable. 

One trouble must be encountered at first, 
and that is, too many mares are not large 
enough to breed from. This however, may 
in a measure be overcome, by selecting the 
largest and best mares for stock-raising, 
and even by importation at first, if need be. 
But in case of the stock horse from which 
to breed, there will be no difficulty, for as 
soon as the owners and keepers ef such 
horses learn that a large, firm and compact 
breed of horses is desired, they will find it 
for their interest to patronize the same. 

Then again would it not be better to 
arouse the ambition of our young men, and 
some older ones too, to raise and keep a 
team of splendid, sturdy horses for valua- 
ble use, instead of engaging in racing and 
pool selling with their attendant influences, 
which in fact more or less affect the whole 
community. Of course no word is to be 
said against breeding lighter horses for 
light carriage use and for driving; but ex- 
perience will show that there will always 
be a sufficient supply of small horses. 

Discussion. 

Mr. Burleigh, in response to a call, said 
he believed we were raising too many small 
horses; and thought he was safe in saying 
that for every $200 paid out in this State in 
attempting to raise fast horses, but $100 had 
beenj brought in, for the product. But 
farmers in this State can raise a class of 
horses much in demand, known as gentle- 
mens’ driving horses—horses of good size 
and good action, which will be looked at on 
the street, and in demand by the purchaser 
—and make money by it. If we cannot 
raise 1400 lb. horses in Maine, they can 
raise them in the West—where they cannot 
well raise such horses as are termed driving 
or road horses. Lots of men in this State 
have been crazy to raise a horse that will 
trot in 20, and will patronize a stallion with 
this record, and then cannot raise a horse to 
come up to this if they try for years. It is 
a poor business to raise fast horses, and 
while it may do for pepe cose he was 
satisfied farmers should not attempt it. Of 
this he was sure: tif a horse cannot trot, he 
can plow, and thought farmers should study 
adaptation in this particular. 

r. Pearson of Vassalboro’, made some 
highly useful remarks, in which he said that 
the farmers in this section have a class of 

horses well adapted to their wants. 

f they are not fast, they are good; and are 
sizeable, well made up, d business hors- 
es. He spoke highly of the Knox family 
and said a Knox horse is seldom found under 
1050 Ibs. Much has been spent to raise 
fast horses in Maine; and the results show 
that a horse may be obtained that has speed, 


€ but more will be obtained that will not pos- 


sess pes wars | promising in this direction. 
He believed it detrimental to our agricul- 
tural interests to breed wholly for speed— 
detrimental to the people, to our steady go- 
ing farming community, in its influence up- 
on young men. He thought we should get 
out of it, and the sooner we get out of it the 
better it would be for us as farmers. So 
far as our fairs are concerned, he thought 
the influence of the fast horse was one to be 
deprecated ; the fast horse attracts too much 
attention. The raising of fast horses should 
not cause us to lose sight of dairy stock, 
sheep, young cattle and other useful stock. 
He believed most farmers have too many 








e, and hence, our farms and yards are 

ll of horses that cannot be sold. He knew 
of one farmer who had 17 horses, and but 
one horned animal. 

Mr. Barker of Houlton, made some re- 
marks on the horses of Aroostook county, 
where the evil of small and fast horses had 
found its way. He thought if the farmers 
of his section would raise less horses and 
more neat stock, it would be better for them. 
Where farmers get one horse that is fast, 
they get a great many that are not fast. 
There is more profit in sheep and cows, al- 
though in his section dogs are becoming a 
great drawback to sheep husbandry, and 
many have given up keeping sheep alto- 
gether. ‘There were but few horses in his 
section which weighed 1400 or 1500. 

Mr. Hayden said there was a great argu- 
ment against the horse, in the fact that when 
he was worn out, he went to the compost 
heap, instead of the barrel. But it was al- 
80 a fact, one not to be set aside, that fast 
horses will sell, and so long as they will sell 
will be raised. 

Dr. Allen, President of the State College, 
made some well timed remarks, and at the 
conclusion of his speech, was loudly a 


7|plauded. He uttered an earnest protest in 


the name of morality, against trotting at 
our fairs; and against the extra induce- 
ments offered by our agricultural societies 
for the trials of speed horses. He had oft- 
pn been called upon to deliver addresses at 


, pour fairs, and frequently found himself in 


company he was not accustomed to — = 
on this account. The horse is a valuable 
animal, and speed is a valuable quality— 
but there are other qualities possessed by 
this noble animal which it is equally as nec- 
essary to develope as that of speed. And 
he questioned if we were not giving too 
much attention to the former, to the exclu- 
sion of the latter. 

The President alluded to the presenee of 

large number of young men, who evinced 
by their looks that they were farmers, and 
assured them of a hearty welcome at our 
meetings. ‘These meetings are doubly use- 
ful to them, and he was glad to see so many 
present. 
The convention then adjourned. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, a 
brief and appropriate“ address of welcome 
was extended to the Board, on behalf of 
the North Kennebec Agricultural Society, 
by Ira E. Getchell, Esq., of North Vassal- 
boro’—responded to by Mr. Gilbert, Presi- 
dent of the Board. 

The first paper of the afternoon session 
was On Creameries (Butter Factories), by 
J. W. North, Jr., M. D., of Augusta. 

Dr. North on Creameries. 

In commencing he alluded to the subject 
of creameries or butter factories being a 
comparatively new one to our dairymen, the 
first factory of this kind having been start- 
ed in Orange county, N. Y., in 1861. Ata 
creamery, or factory for the manufacture of 
butter and skim cheese, the milk is general- 
ly delivered twice a day. The night’s milk 
is skimmed in the morning, and is then with 
the morning’s milk made into cheese; or 
the skimming is practiced at the expiration 
of 12 and 24 hours, or is allowed to remain 
untouched for 36 and 48 hours. The result 
of the first is a moderate quantity of very 
superior butter, and a cheese nearly if not 
quite equal, and sometimes even superior to 
the average product of whole milk. The 
deeper skimmings produce more butter, but 
asmaller quantity and inferior quality of 
cheese. The advantages of butter factories 
over private dairies, are similar to those of 
cheese factories, which are now well known 
by all. Their disadvantages, in comparison 
with cheese factories are that more care is 
required in handling the milk. since it is 
necessary to keep it sweet until skimmed 
and ready to be converted into cheese. By 
a new process of manufacture, about 28 lbs. 
of pure and wholesome oil is incorporated 
with the curd of 2500 lbs. of skim cheese, 
as a substitute for the butter removed. It 
is claimed that such cheese is equal to the 
average of factory cheese—but possesses no 
“fancy flavor.” It is a question if the 
putting of such cheese upon the market will 
not have a depressing effect, and act injuri- 
eusly to whole cheese. Several reports 
from butter and cheese factories were then 
carefully analyzed, and from some the re- 
sults seemed to be that twenty dollars a day 
more profit to the patrons of such factories, 
had resulted, than in the case of whole 
cheese making. After a thorough examin- 
ation of many of these reports, and a plain 
statement of the results of several analysis 
of milk, the Doctor touched upon the ques- 
tion, Is it advisable for all to adopt butter 
and skim cheese manufacture? He conclud- 
ed not; but thought there were communi- 
ties so favored by existing conditions as to 
be in a position to take advantage of the ex- 
tra profits to be derived from a creamery. 
Should this be done, one should be selected 
in which there was a preponderance of but- 
ter makers, since the profit depends largely 
on the amount and quality of butter made. 
In conclusion he alluded to the benefits of 
association, and believed manufacturers 
should strive by every laudable means to 
attain the highest degree of excellence in 
the department of both butter and cheese 
making. 

What I Know about Dairy Farming. 

Following the paper of Dr. North, a brief, 
practical and most useful noe upon the 
above subject was read by Mr. 8. N. Kent 
of Bucksport. He alluded to the long con- 
tinued system of depletion and exhaustion 
which has robbed our farms of so large a 
share of their elements of fertility; of the 
advantages possessed by the farms and homes 
of our State which are too many and too 
dear to be given up, and said that in dairy 
farming was to be found one of the most 
sure and practical solutions of the evils re- 
sulting from such a course. This, judicious- 
ly and economically, and intelligently fol- 
lowed, will briug back our farms to their 
original fertility. He then treated minutely 
of the conditions of success in the manage- 
ment of the dairy—the care needed in all 
departments; the feed of the animals; the 
— and curing of hay and the raising of 

n order to keep up good feed and a 
large flow of milk at all seasons of the-year ; 
the Management of the butter and cheese 
dairy ; the saving and judicious use of all fer- 
tilizing materials, and all the attendant par- 
ticulars of the business. This well followed 
will be sure to pay. There will be no com- 
plaints, no grumbling about the short crops 
or wet and dry seasons—the above practice 
will bring with it high mindedness on the 
part of the farmer, and he will work on 
with a light heart satisfied with the results 
of his labors, and that he is doing some good 
in the world. 

The paper of Mr. Kent was written ina 
most hopeful, and even enthusiastic manner, 
and was well received by all 0 heard it. 
His experience in farming dates back only 
seven years, he having formerly been a sea- 
going man; but he has become thoroughly 
converted to farming and his influence is be- 
ing feltthroughout the State for good. Would 
that more might follow his example. 

Discussion. 

Following the paper of Mr. Kent the sub- 

t was opened for discussion; which was 
ead off by Mr. J. R. Nelson of the Win- 
throp Cheese Company, who gave an ac- 
count of the operations of the factory in 
that town. The past season the factory has 
operated eighty-three days. During this 
time it had averaged 8.07 Ibs. of milk to a

factory in Maine the past season. He al. 
luded to the fact that a general impression 
had obtained that Jersey milk would not 
make cheese. It was a mistaken idea. 
He believed associated dairying in this State 
was yet in its infancy, and thought we 
should exercise care, to sustain the 
reputation of e cheese. This he be- 
lieved could be done by the use of more or 
less Jersey milk, for the se of cheese 
making.

butter. He objected to the of skim 
cheese; and thought it would be an injury 
to the cheese factory business in Maine to 
thrown upon the market a lot of cheese of 
this quality. 

In answer to a question as to the varia- 
tion of the quality of milk from different 
specimens of the Jersey breed, Dr. North 
said there were 7 Jerseys as well as poor 
specimens of other breeds; and it was, per- 
haps, true that there was not that de 
ness of quality in the milk of pure bloods 
as many supposed. He thought that in 
Jersey milk the cream came to the surface 
80 rapidly that much was lost in the whey. 
He had noticed a report from one cheese 
factory where a pound of cheese had been 
made from 81-2 lbs. of milk, but he pre- 
sumed it was green cheese. 

Mr. Nelson said the three best cows 
which furnished milk to the Winthrop fac- 
tory the past season, had yielded from 35 to 
37 1-2 lbs. of milk per day. They were full 
blood Jerseys. Remarks were made by oth- 
er speakers. 


Visit te Colby University. 


Rev. Dr. Robins, President of Colby 
University having extended an invitation to 
the members of the Board and other gentle- 
men to visit the Institution, it was accept- 
ed, with thanks; and at the adjournment of 
the afternoon session, a large number of 
gentlemen visited the library, chapel, Me- 
morial Hall and Natural History rooms, 
spending an hour most pleasantly and prof- 
itably in an examination of the same. To 
Dr. Robins the gentlemen are under obliga- 
tions for kind attentions. 

EVENING. 

Mr. Burleigh on Practical Agriculture. 

The convention assembled at 7 o’clock, J., 
E. Shaw, Esq., in the chair. 

A paper was read by Hall C. Burleigh, 
Esq., of Fairfield, on *‘Agricultural Pur- 
suits.” Mr. Burleigh said he did not claim 
to be a teacher, but would be a learner with 
others, giving and receiving to and out of 
the general fund. It needs no argument to 
prove that farming pays. There have been 
as radical changes in farm as in all oth- 
er pursuits. Improvement the watch- 
word of the hour. Agric re has had its 
dark desponding times, buWit is brighter 
and promising to-day. Farmers are improy- 
ing wonderfully. Our legislative halls will 
soon be filled with farmers. The amount 
and kind of production is a nation’s wealth. 
Farmers are now content with only the best ; 
they want the best tools, stock and crops, 
and are not willing to return to former 
things. He spoke of the improved breeds 
of cattle, sheep and swine at some length, 
and of the intelligence which had given rise 
to them. Farmers like those of to-day bet- 
ter than these of former times of less weight 
and profit. He would let boys choose their 
own avocations and not force them to take 
distasteful work for life. The farmers of 
Maine are not one whit behind the farmers 
of any other section. They are reading, 
thinking men and are progressive as a 
whole. He said he believed in science and 
brains in agriculture, but believes we want 
muscle with it. We want skilled labor with 
all our science and brains. Grass is his 
specialty in a and grass is king. It 
is the fundamen principle of improved 
agriculture. The grass farmer is the one 
that gets his living with least labor and 
makes the most money. ‘The paper was a 
well written, practical discourse, and was 
listened to with attention by all present. 


President Allen = Agricultural Educa- 
on. 


Following the paper of Mr. Burleigh, 
Rey. Dr. Allen, President of the State Col- 
lege gave a finished and able lecture on Ag- 
ricultural Education. In commencing he 
spoke of agriculture as the primeval art— 
one which needed no argument to prove its 
importance, and treated the relation of edu- 
cation to farming, remarking that it was 
somewhat surprising that farming had made 
so slow progress in the past. The ancients 
farmed better than ron new ; practice out- 
ran theory—the knowledge of principles is 
the product of the last century. He allud- 
ed at length to the agriculture of the Eliza- 
bethian period, and said the crops were then 
small; rotation was of the simplest charac- 
ter, and parliament passed acts that greatly 
hampered the agricultural classes. The 
improvement in England is caused by the 
superior agricultural training the farmers 
have received, and necessity of pee rime | 
large crops to meet high rents—land rents 
in England being equivalent to prices of 
land here in Maine. The researches of 
science have been rewarded by many won- 
derful discoveries. Agricultural science 
has but just commenced its career of use- 
fulness. He og of scientific departments 
in older, and the literary colleges, and also 
of the State Agricultural College, and gave 
the fundamental ideas of Congress in grant- 
ing the fund by sale of land set apart for 
this purpose, and at length of the exhaus- 
tive methods toe often pursued by farmers ; 
of reclaiming these exhausted farms, so 
prevalent in all our older towns,’and said 
that better husbandry is the demand of the 
hour. The tendency is to educate away 
from work and labor. The educated head 
and trained muscles are demanded on every 
farm. Technological schools for training 
for various a were alluded to, 
and isolation of the farmer discussed. 
‘The farmer’s life is to a extent away 
from society. Doubly dear to him are the 
privileges of the cultural club, and of 
the board of agriculture. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Allen’s lecture 
the meeting adjourned.

The Habeas Corpus. 

ithe right of habeas corpus was wrested 
by our English ancestors from an unwilling 
King and was one of the few benefits which 
the Anglo Saxon race derived from the re- 
bellion which deposed and executed Charles 
I. and equally with the trial by jury it has 
been regarded as the palladium of our civil 
rights. It is a Latin phrase and means 
‘you may have the body.” A writ of habeas 
corpus is one having for its object to bring a 
party who has been thrown into prison or is 
detained by another, before a judge or court 
that the cause of such imprisonment may be 
enquired into, with the view to protect the 
right to personal liberty. Itis incorporated 
into our organic law avd may be found in 
the ninth section of the first article. This 
section is regarded by all commentators as 
the most important one in the entire docu- 
ment, it being the safeguard of both States 
and citizens against the encroachments cf 
the general government. The following is 
the second paragraph of this section: ‘*The 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall 
not be suspended unless when in case of re- 
béllion or invasion the public safety may re- 
quire it.” The language of this important 
paragraph is plain and unequivocal and eas- 
ily understood. There are two conditions 
and only two, where the writ of habeas cor- 
pus may be suspended, viz: in case of re- 
bellion against the general government or 
of invasion, an@ithese only ‘“‘when the pub- 
lic safety may a... it.” 

An important sure is now before Con- 
gress called the enforcement act, the chief 
feature of which is a proviso giving the Pres- 
ident the power, under certain cireumstan- 
ces, to suspend the writ of habeas corpus. 
In 1871 when the Ku-Klux organization was 
rampant in nearly all the States lately in re- 
bellion, a bill was passed which conferred 
upon the President for a limited time, the 
right to suspend this writ. The law was 
then regarded as a dangerous expedient and 
clearly unconstitutional, as neither ‘‘rebel- 
lion” nor ‘invasion’ could be said to exist 
at the time. The priyilege was wisely used 
and in but one instance we believe was this 
provision of the law enforced, until it ex- 
pired by limitation, but this fact in no way 

justifies its enactment. 

Since the right of the President to suspend 
habeas corpus expired, there have been va- 
rious bloody episodes in Southern history, 
and all of them have been successfully 
quelled without any resort to such arbitrary 
and dangerous nieasures. The general con- 
dition of the South is far more peaceable 
now than it has been at any time since the 
close of the war. Quiet prevails in all the 
States except Louisiana, the laws are obeyed, 
the land is tilled and the people are grad- 
ually arriving at a degree -of prosperity un- 
known to them before since the war. The 
excuse, therefore, for this warlike proposi- 
tion, saying nothing of its constitutionality, 
which was given as a reason for incorpora- 
ting it into the Ku-Klux bill, cannot be of- 
fered now. But the Constitution in specific 
terms, forbids such an act, except in con- 
tingencies which do not now exist, and the 
incorporation of this important restriction 
into the organic law must have been intend- 
ed to prevent the arbitrary exercise of pow- 
er in similar cases. 

In speaking of the general condition of 
the South we made an exception in the case 
of Louisiana, but we believe there is noth- 
ing in the position of that State to require 
the enactment of so dangerous a law which 
can never bring peace but is much more fia- 
ble to provoke war. Let Congress base its 
action upon the common and conceded 
rights of all parties in that State leaving 
politics and the succession of power entirely 
out of the question, and peace would soon 
follow. During all the unhappy disturban- 
ces in that State no act of disloyalty to the 
general government has been done; no trea- 
sonable word uttered. Is it said there is a 
rebellion against the State government? 
When has Congress determined what was 
the legal State government or whether there 
is any or not? Two yearsago a Senate com- 
mittee reported that the present State gov- 
ernment was not legally elected, and two 
House committees have since declared that 
the acts of that government were fraudulent 
and unconstitutional, and are the people of 
that State to be regarded as ina condition 
of rebellion because they do not submit qui- 
etly toa government which congressional 
committees report illegally elected and whose 
acts have been found to be fraudulent and 
unconstitutional? We think that Congress 
owes it to that people, first to settle the ques- 
tion of whether they have a legal State gov- 
ernment, before passing a war measure based 
upon the assumption that they are in rebel- 
lion against it. : 

The recent message of the President on 
Arkansas affairs is another strong reason 
why the right to suspend habeas corpus 
should not be bestowed upon him. In that 
message the President plainly says that in 
the event of the failure of Congress to over- 
turn the present government of Arkansas, 
he will regard it as an excuse for doing it 
himself. The entire sentiment of the coun- 
try is opposed to a re-opening of the Arkan- 
8as question, and in view of this’ fact, will 
Congress confer upon the President the 
right to suspend habeas corpus to be be used 
in an effort to reinstate Brooks? It is urged 
that in the hands of the present chief mag- 
istrate theré would be no danger of any 
abuse of the privilege, but the bare possi- 
bility that it might be arouses the apprehen- 
sion.of the people and stamps the measure 
as one which should not be passed. 

The proposition meets with almost unqual- 
ified condemnation from the public press 
and we trust that this, with other influences 
which can be brought to bear upon Congress 
may prevent any such dangerous legislation 

_ 48 is contemplated by this bill. The Speak- 
er of the House and other leading members 
of the dominant party will unite in oppos- 
ing it, and we trust that the present session 
will adjourn without having

WAGNER AND GORDON. Judge Tapley, 
who was Wagner’s council, applied to Judge 
Peters on Monday, fora writ of error in the 
case of Wagner, based upon the fact that one 
Governgg and Council had reviewed the evi- 
dence in his case, and that another Govern- 
or had issued the warrant for his execution, 
claiming that the law contemplated that all 
these acts should be performed by the same 
executive. It was a slender thread upon 
which to base an effort for delay, but it was 
all the chance there was left, and this failed. 
Judge Peters could not believe there was 
any good reason for such a writ and declined 
to interfere. No earthly power will therefore 
be likely to interfere to prevent Wagner 
from suffering the éxtreme penalty of the 
law on Friday of this week. 

Mrs. Gordon the mother of the prisoner 
who is: condemned to be hanged with Wag- 
ner, went before the Governor and Council 
Tuesday and made a last effort in behalf of 
her son. She was accompanied by Mr. Files 
who was one of the two members of the 
last council who. voted against the perpetra- 
tion of one of these judicial murders. But 
their efforts with the executive were unavail- 
ing, and in his case the law must take its 
course. 

So in the prison yard at Thomaston to- 
morrow (Friday), in the presence of the 
prescribed number of witnesses, Wagner 
the Isles of Shoals murderer and Gordon the 
Thorndike murderer, are to be killed by 
strangling, as a punishment for their crimes 
according to the theory of those who believe 
in retaliation, and also as an awful warning 
to other evil doers. But if the latter is in- 
tended why should the number of spectators 
be limited? Why should not the execution 
take place on some high hill as was the cus- 
tom among the Jews, in order that the great- 
est possible number may witness it and be 
benefitted by it? The nearest approach to 
this in the present instance, is the admission 
of reporters to the execution who will doubt- 
less spread before the public in minute de- 
tail all the sickening incidents, but this can- 
not have the same effect as seeing with one’s 
own eyes. 

We have supposed that a majority of the 
people of Maine were opposed to these exe- 
cutionsand if so, they must be saddened 
and disappointed at the action of the Legis- 
lature. But this event will be likely to lead 
to amore general discussion of the whole 
subject, and in this way some good may 
grow out of it. 

Since the above was in type another effort 
has been made by Judge Tapley for a re- 
prieve for Wagner and Gordon, and the 
Governor and Council have postponed the 
execution for thirty days. The point raised 
is the constitutionality of the law authoriz- 
ing the Governor to fix the time of the exe- 
cution, and whether the power belongs to 
the Governor or Judiciary.

o@™ An examination of our mortuary col- 
umn will show that an unusually large per 
cent. of the deaths that have occurred dur- 
ing the past winter have been those of old 
people. The extreme cold weather of Jan- 
uary and the first half of February has been 
very trying to invalids, and especially to 
those suffering with pulmonary diseases. 
We have often heard old physicians say that 
extreme cold weather in New England 
was conducive to health, but the effect of 
the arctic weather this winter goes far to dis- 
prove that theory. There is hardly a per- 
son within our knowledge who has not suf- 
fered from an unusually severe attack of in- 
fluenza, while many have been afflicted with 
pleurisy or pneumonia. We have no doubt 
that the great amount of sickness is due di- 
rectly to the long contiaued, intensely cold 
weather of the past two months. In our 
usual winters with their thermal periods 
there is generally no unusual amount of 
sickness among us, but now with much less 
snow than common and with intense and 
long continued cold waves submerging us, 
we have more sickness and a greater mor- 
tality throughout New England than we 
have had before for many years. 

Sometimes, within a few years, a sharp 
frosty period has been favorable to the de- 
velopment of diptheria, which has prevailed 
among children to quite an extent, but this 
winter the lungs have seemed to be the most 
vulnerable part, and acute pulmonary dis- 
eases have attacked young and old alike, 
and in very many cases the attack has been 
fatal. 
During these long periods of low temper- 
ature, warm clothing is the surest preven- 
tive of attacks of pulmonary disease. The 
dwelling house is usually kept at about 70 
degrees of heat, and persons are too apt to 
plunge from the heated room into a cold at- 
mosphere where the mercury sinks to 15 or 
20 degrees below, without any additional 
protection in the way of clothing. Children 
plunge into these arctic waves bareheaded 
and thinly clad, and this imprudence is the 
prolific cause of the unusual prevalence of 
lung diseases we are having the present 
winter.

Ba Last week while at Portland, we’ 
called upon Deacon George W. Chapman, 
who was born in 1780, and is now in his 
95th year. He was born during the stormy 
period of the revolution and was named for 
the General commanding our armies, who 
even then was regarded as the father of the 
infant republic. The number of persons 
now living who remember the inauguration 
of Washington as President of the country, 
which he had aided in making free, and who 
has watched its growth and prosperity since 
the adoption of the Federal Constitution, is 
very few. , 

Weknewthe Deacon twenty-five yearsago, 
and then he had lived the allotted years of 
man,and we little thought that his earthly 
pilgrimage would be protracted to so late a 
period. He was then a man of superior in- 
telligence, well versed in public affairs and 
his mind is apparently as vigorous now as 
it was then. He lost his eyesight soon af- 
ter that and has been totally blind for more 
than twenty years. As is often the case 
with those who lose their sight, his other 
senses seem to have been quickened. His 
hearing is acute and he discourses upon past 
and passing events with equal facility and 
intelligence. 

Deacon Chapman was the son of Rev. 
Eliphaz Chapman of Methuven, Mass., and 
of Hannah Jackman his wife, who was a 
native of Newburyport. This family moved 
to Sudbury, Canada, now Bethel in 1791, and 
are the ancestors ot the numerous families 
of Chapman’s who have since lived and 
borne a conspicuous part in that town. 
Rey. Eliphaz Chapman was a prominent 
manin his day. He solemnized most of 
the marriages which took place in town for 
many years, and was representative to the 
General Court in Boston, for three succes- 
sive years. When George W. became of 
age, he settled in Gilead and was the pion- 
eer settler on the north side of the river. 
He was for fifteen years one of the select- 
men of the town of Gilead and served for 
one term in the State Legislature. His rec- 
ollection of events which occurred in Beth- 
eland other towns on the Androscoggin 
river, previous to the commencement of the 
present century, is remarkable. 

He had quite a talent for rhyming in his 
younger days, and some of his verses which 
he now repeats when requested, savor very 
strongly of poetry. The Deacon is spend- 
ing the evening of his long life. with his 
daughter in Portland, who is the wife of 
Brown Thurston, Esq. He is contented 
and happy. He sleeps only about four 
hours during the night, but he says his 
thoughts are pleasant during his wakeful 


hours. He may live to be a centenarian.

THE LATE THOMAS H. LitTLe. Recent 
Wisconsin papers contain lengthy obituary 
notices of the late Thomas H. Little, who 
was a native of this city, and whose decease 
we recently‘announced, which show the high 
estimation in which he was held in the State 
of his adoption. The Wisconsin State Jour- 
nal, after giving a brief sketch of his early 
life, which we have also published. closes its 
notice as follows: 

Prof. Little was a man of uncommon in- 
telligence and energy of character, and, by 
a most successful superintendency of the in- 
stitution, with the charge of which he has 
been entrusted for many years, has proved 
his eminent fitness for the position. Such 
was the confidence reposed in him by the 
board of trustees of the institution, that he 
had almost unlimited discretion in the ad- 
ministration of its instructional as well as 
financial affairs, and this confidence was jus- 
tified to the fullest extent by his unremitting 
faithfulness, great ability and fitness as a 
teacher, his scrupulous honesty and his 
Wide executive capacity. It will be a long 
time before his loss to the institution can be 
replaced ; to the State this loss is irrepara- 
ble. Just at this time, when the institution 
is to be rebuilt, and to some extent reorgan- 
ized, the blow upon both is peculiarly se- 
vere and hard to be borne, and it will im- 

ose uppn our State authorities and the 

oard of Trustees, most responsible and 
important duties, which would not have 
fallen upon them had Professor Little’s life 
been spared. Besides, he was a philoso- 
pher and scholar. Faithful as he was to 
the institution over which he had special 
charge, his study and researches were not 
circumscribed, but he had broad and com- 

rehensive views upon all subjects pertain- 
ng to the amelioration of the condition of 
the unfortunate, and the reformation of the 
vicious ; to fit the one for independent self- 
support, and lead the others back to the 
paths of rectitude and virtue.

COUNTERFEIT Bonpbs, A dangerous coun- 
terteit bond has been discovered that has 
been put upon the market, and probably ex- 
changed by sharpers for good bonds of ether 
corporations at such figures as would be apt 
to excite the cupidity of speculators. These 
are bonds of the Leeds & Farmington Rail- 
road Company and are of the denomination 
of $1000. The bonds of this corporation 
have been guaranteed by the Maine Central 
Railroad Company and are therefore a de- 
sirable investment. 

Some time ago the officers of the company 
had several coupons presented at their office 
for sale, and discovered that they bore the 
same numbers with bonds whose coupons 
had already been paid. It was thought at 
the time that a few coupons were in circula- 
tion in connection with the bonds to which 
they belonged. Upon comparing them with 
the original bonds it was discovered.that the 
counterfeits were eminently calculated to de- 
ceive. They resembled the original very 
closely, but the officers distinguished .them 
by the type and other marks known to them. 
The bonds were of the denomination of a 
thousand dollars. 

Since the discovery it has been ascer- 
tained that there are evidently a good many 
of the counterfeits on the market. To the 
extent of how many thousands of dollars 
the fraud has been carried, cannot be found 
out yet. But when a counterfeit is of the 
denomination of a thousand dollars it takes 
but a hundred to make $100,000. Holders 
of real bonds need give themselves no un- 
easiness in the matter, for the officers can 
discern the true from the counterfeit, but it 
would be well for those who hold bonds of 


this road to look them over. 


SHOCKING BRUTALITY. The Argus says 
that for several years the wife of a man nam- 
ed Hugh Smith, living at Bog Mills, West 
Buxton, has had frequent attacks of insanity, 
and on those occasions would tear her cloth- 
ing from her body. It has been the practise 
of the man to chain the poor creature ina 
room by herself, and frequent complaints 
have been made of the brutality practised, 
but it appears nothing has been done. A few 
days ago Smith and the woman who has 
been acting as a housekeeper for him, came 
into the city. During their absence a neigh- 
bor went to the house to see a son of Smith’s, 
who had frozen his feet. While there a 
moaning sound was heard in another room, 
but in reply to inquiries evasive replies were 
made. The person, however, was not satis- 
fied, and going round to the back side of the 
house looked into the window. There 
crouched in one corner of the room, ona 
heap of old rags, was the poor wife of Smith, 
with nothing on her person excepting a piece 
of canvass. Both her feet were badly froz- 
en, and the whole body was frost bitten. 
When rescued from the vile hole, the poor 
creature complained that the bed bugs had 
bitten her feet. She was removed to a neigh- 
bor’s house. In lifting her from the bed 
several of her toes were frozen so badly that 
they dropped off. The selectmen were noti- 
fied, but it appears they have not as yet taken 
any steps to punish the inhuman monster. 
One gentleman states that if they do not 
prosecute Smith he shall take steps to do so.

Maine Legislature. 

The Legislature adjourned finally Wednes- 
day evening after a session of fifty days. A 
large amount of work has been done and 
the Legislature is entitled to the credit of 
being an industrious body. Some of its 
work we believe it would have been better 
to have left undone, while other things were 
left undone which ought to have been at- 
tended to. A commendable effort has been 
made to be economical in the appropriation 
of money, and in this there has been a 
measure of success. We shall comment 
more fully upon the work of the Legislature 
next week. 

On Thursday in the Senate a final report 
was made by the committee on mercantile 
affairs and insurance. The resolve for re- 
imbursing certain towns bounty money was 
amended and passed to be engrossed. 

In the House a bill was reported extend- 
ing the right of suffrage to women in mun- 
icipal elections. Resolve in favor of the 
Maine General Hospital was amended so as 
to allow a homceopathic physician to attend 
such patientsas desired it, and then passed to 
be engrossed. The bill to give 15,000 acres 
of land to the Aroostook Valley Railroad 
was indefinitely postponed. The capital 
punishment bill, making the penalty of 
death certain, passed to be engrossed. The 
amendment proposed by Mr. Pillsbury to 
leave it discretionary with the court to de 
termine whether the punishment shall be 
death or imprisonment for life was defeated. 

On Friday the Senate refused to concur 
with the House in the amendment to the re- 
solve in favor of the Maine General Hospi- 
tal, whereby a patient may have a hom«o- 
pathic physician if he desires. The resolve 
was then passed to be engrossed. ‘The con- 
stitutional amendment in relation to bribery 
failed to receive a passage. A resolve ap- 
propriating $12,000 for the State Prison was 
reported and tabled. _Bill relating to taxa- 
tion of corporations was indefinitely post- 
poned in concurrence. The following 
constitutional amendments were passed: 
Relating to power of pardon by Governor; 
to appointment of Judges of Municipal and 
Police Courts; relating to taxation. The 
following were refused a passage: Relative 
to removal of officers by the Governor; to 
abrogation of Council; to appointment of 
Judges of Probate by the Governor. The 
following acts were passed to be engrossed : 
Relating to paupers; to discontinue sinking 
fund of 1865 and abolishing the office of 
Commissioner ot the Sinking Funds. 

In the House the resolve in favor of the 
Agricultural College was amended so as to 
make the sum appropriated $10,500 and then 
passed to be engrossed. Resolve for the In- 
dustrial School for Girls passed to be en- 
grossed. The Constitutional amendment in 
relation to power of Governor to pardon 
was passed; also amendments relating to 
the appointment of Judges of Municipal 
and Police Courts by the Governor; also in 
relation to taxation. The following were 
refused a passage: Removal of officers by 
the Governor; abrogation of the Executive 
Council; appointment of Probate Judges 
by the Governor. 

Saturday in the Senate, the following Con- 
stitutional amendments were passed to be 
engrossed: In relation to abolishing the 
land agency; relating to the codification of 
the amended Constitution; relating to call- 
ing Constitutional conventions. The fol- 
lowing amendment was refused a passage: 
Relating to restrictions of municipal corpor- 
ations. Act relating to foreign insurance 
companies was amended and passed to be 
engrossed. The Savings Bank bill was 
amended in concurrence with the House and 
passed to be engrossed. 

In the House the interest bill was indefi- 
nitely postponed in concurrence with the 
Senate. An order was reported and passed 
making the State tax for the current year 
four mills on the dollar. The following 
Constitutional amendments were passed: 
Relating to abolishing the Land Agency; 
relating to the codification of the amended 
Constitution ; relating to calling Constitu- 
tional conventions. Resolve relating to re- 
strictions of municipal corporations was in- 
definitely postponed. The amendment re- 
lating to homceopathy offered to the resolve 
in favor of the Maine General Hospital was 
rejected, and the resolve passed to be en- 
grossed in concurrence. The Savings Bank 
bill was indefinitely postponed. 

Monday in the Senate a Constitutional 
amendment in relation to bribery in elec- 
tions was passed. This is not the resolve 
which came from the Constitutional Com- 
mission, but a new draft which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘“The Legislature may enact laws ex- 
cluding from the right of suffrage, for a 
term not exceeding ten years, all persons 
convicted of bribery at any election, or of 
voting at any election under influence of a 
bribe.” 

A new Saving’s Bank bill was introduced 
and passed. Bill relating to insurance and 
the office of Insurance Commissioner was 
amended so as to make the salary of the 
Commissioner $1,500, and passed to be en- 
grossed. Bill in aid of the Aroostook River 
Railroad was indefinitely postponed. 

In the House the new Constitutional 
amendment in relationto bribery was pass- 
ed, 80 to 2. 

In the afternoon, the Judiciary committee 
reported legislation inexpedient on proposi- 
tion to confer upon the women the power to 
administer oaths and take acknowledge- 
ments of deeds. Resolve in favor of the 
Maine General Hospital received its final 
passage, as also the bill to make certain the 
execution of the death penalty. 

The resolves of the Constitutional Com- 
mission which have passed the Legislature, 
have been put into shape, and with the nec- 
essary form in which they are to be sub- 
mitted to the people, have been passed 
again. They have now gone to the Secre- 
tary of State. 


Unfavorable legislation has been taken on 
the communication of the Board of Agri- 
culture, relating to the power of agricul- 
tural societies to detain three-card-monte 
swindlers, wheel-of-fortune scamps, etc., 
when they are plying their nefarious call- 
ings Gute agricultural shows. 

e House has concurred with the Senate 
in killing the resolve relating to the distri- 
bution of public documents. 

A resolve passed the House to give $500 
to Martin S. Kiff, a member of that branch, 
for er of his expenses for sickness at 
the Mansion House. The Senate reduced 
the amount to $250, and placed the settle- 
ment of the matter in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor and Council. 

In the Senate Tuesday, the resolve appro- 
priating $50,000 for a new Insane Hospital 
was so amended as to provide for an exam- 
ination with a view to purchase the Marine 
Hospital at Portland, and as amended was 
passed. The resolve promos for a chapel 
at the Insane Hospital was also passed. 

In the House the appropriations for mili- 
tary purposes was cut down from $14,000 to 
$5800 and passed. The resolve providing 
for a chapel at the Insane Hospital was also 
passed Coomasns $25,000).

WATERVILLE, Feb. 23d, 1875. 

I beg a brief space in your valuable paper 
in which to correct an erroneous impression 
growing out of an item in your last issue. 
It is in relation to the change of base recent- 
ly made by those engaged in building the 
new cotton factory in this village. The 
transfer of the Ticonic Company, otherwise 
R. B. Dunn & Sons, to the Lockwood Cot- 
ton Mills was not a sale of Mr. Dunn’s in- 
terest by any means, but merely a consoli- 
dation of the two interests, since the former 
company takes its pay for all the property 
sold in the stock of the latter. 

Your remark that the people of Waterville 
now felt encouraged that something would 
be done, implies that there have existed 
some doubts heretofore and has even been 


being true. From the very moment that 
the Messrs. Dunn purchased the land and 
water power and agreed to develop the same 
by the erection of cotton mills, there has 
been such entire confidence in their will and 
ability to carry out what they had undertak- 
en, that business of all kinds in the town 
has improved and the price of real estate 
has advanced from fifty to seventy-five per- 
cent. above its value two years ago. There 
has not been one hour’s delay in the pro- 
gress of the work since operations began 
last spring, nor will there be till the mill is 
ready torun. When the mill was first pro- 
jected it was the design to keep the land and 
water power company separate from the mill, 
and the subscription books were opened with 
that understanding. Recently, however, 
Mr. Lockwood and his friends counselled 
uniting the two companies, and after some 
deliberation the Messrs. Dunn consented, 
receiving a small advance for their property 
above what it cost them two years ago, and 
taking pay in stock as before stated. 

One thing more and Iam done. To the 
Messrs. Dunn is due all the credit of pro- 
jecting and carrying along to its present 
state of forwardness this great enterprise, 
and for obtaining the subscriptions to the 
stock in the company which is to take and 
operate the mill. In this work they have been 
heartily seconded by Mr. Lockwood who 
takes $50,000 in the stock, a friend of his 
also taking a like amount, by Mr. Mayo of 
Foxcroft, who takes $60,000, and by other 
business men both in Waterville and other 
parts of the State. But_all these gentlemen 
unite in giving to R. B. Dunn & Sons the 
credit which is due them for bringing the 
enterprise forward to its present state, and 
in as much as they have subscribed for more 
than one-third of the whole capital stock 
they will be expected to perform their part 
of the work forthe future. But so far as 
the planning and organizing the mill are con- 
cerned, as also the future practical operation 
of the same, all has depended and will de- 
pend on Mr. Lockweod and Mr. Danillson, 
whose past experience will render them in- 
valuable to this corporation.

* The Pope's Daily Life. 
Narrative of his Personal Habits. 


I formed in Rome the acquaintance of a 
valet de chamre of the holy.father, who has 
been in his service ten years, and has never 
lett him. He possesses the confidence of 
his venerable master, and he deserves it. I 
can mention more than one monsignore who 
has not his influence, and he is courted by 
apes from the four quarters of the globe. 

e ought to have a secretary to attend to 
his correspondence ; he is constantly receiv- 
ing visits and requests, and he is asked for 
audiences as if he were a minister. Bank- 
ers worth millions, deputies and great ladies 
come to see him with letters of introduction. 
Generals and ministers, and high officials 
send him their photographs, with which he 
lines the walls of his chamber. All this 

does not spoil him; he has remained hum- 

ble, gentle, polite, serviceable, obliging. and 
even unembarrassed by the attentions he re- 
ceives, and never for a moment forgetting 
his humble station or seeking to abuse the 
confidence placed in him. I have often 
spoken with this clerical Caleb and always 
of Pope Pius IX. The sovereign pontiff 
has no reason to fear the proverb which de- 
clares that no man is a hero to his valet.— 
It is, thanks to his confidence, enriched by 
the indiseretion of some other persons at- 
tached to the papal court, that Iam able to 
give the following account of how Pius IX. 
passes his day. 

Winter and summer, the Pope, notwith- 
standing his eighty-three years, rises at 5.30 
o’clock, and dresses himself without assist- 
ance. He nearly always awakens himself. 
After a short prayer, he enters one of his 
private chapels, where the blessed sacrament 
is always preserved, and which contains 
some precious relics, among which are a 
fragment of the crib of Bethlehem, and an- 
other of the true cross; a piece of the skull 
of St. John the Baptist, and some of the 
teeth of St. Peter. ‘Then he prepares to say 
mass. At 7 o’clock he descends to a smaller 
and less adorned chapel, where he says 
mass, and where those who have perm 
sion to do so receive communion from his 
hands. He celebrates mass with de- 
votion, and with such a piety that he is of- 
ten moved to tears. The holy. father next 
hears another mass, said by one of his chap- 
lains, and then, after giving his benediction 
to_the priest and his assistants, he retires.— 
It is now 8.45 o’clock, and his holiness takes 
his breakfast, which consists ofa basin of 
broth and a cup of black coffee. Cardinal 
Antonelli now comes to confer with him, 
except on Tuesdays and Fridays, when he 
is replaced by his substitute, Monsignor 
Marino Marmi. At 10 o'clock the pope 
reads his letters, which, as will be easily 
imagined, are usually vesy numerous. He 
then looks over theOsservatore Romano and 
Voce della Verita, but very rarely, I am sor- 
i to say, does he ever undo the bands of the 

rench papers, which reach him regularly. 
Then begin the special audiences. The 
men come in evening dress, with cravats.— 
They genuflect thrice on entering, and then 
kneel before the pope, who raises them up. 
The pope is seated; his visitors stand or 
kneel. Cardinal and princes alone have the 
right to sit in the pope’s presence. This is 
one of the most fatiguing parts of the pope’s 
duty. The secretary’s department is liter- 
ally inundated with demands entreating 
audiences, and, during the winter season, 
the number is incredible. At 11 o’clock the 
pope takes a basin of soup and a glass of 

rdeaux wine, which is sent to him by the 
nuns of St. Joseph, and is made from a vine 
especially devoted to his use. Formerly, 
Pius IX. used only to drink common white 
wine, and he had reached his eightieth year 
before he could be induced to drink Bor. 
deaux or Capri. Men only are permitted 
to enter the pope’s apartments. hen an 
audience is over, the sovereign pontiff rings 
a bell placed on the table, and another per- 
son is admitted by the prelate who is on 
duty, that day. 

At about 12 or 12.30, the pope leaves his 
chamber to walk in the garden of the . Vati- 
can orin the library, or perhaps in Raphael’s 
stanza and loggie; on his pa ehe some- 
times meets a number of families, deputa- 
tions, and persons who are received in pub- 
lic audiences. He blesses their medals, ro- 
saries and the crosses which they bring in 
abundanee. He exchanges a few words 
with them, and listens to their questions, 
and often pronounces a short allocution.— 
At 1.30 the pope returns from his walk.— 
He dismisses his court, and he re-enters one 
ofthe chapels, where he remains until 2 
o’clock in adoration before the blessed sac- 
rament. At3he dines. The dinner con- 
sists invariably of soup, fowl and boiled 
meat, which are served up together with 
vegetables on a large plate. His holiness 
rarely touches the meat or the fowl, but 
eats some Roman friture, vegetables and 
fruit. His train bearer and private secreta- 
ry, Monsignor Cinni, assists at his meals.— 
In summer, the Podpe sleeps for about a 
quarter of an hour after dinner. The rosa- 
ry and-breviary, which he says as strictly 
as does any country pastor, then occupy 
the Pope. At 4 o’clock he takes his second 
walk; in winterin Raphael’s loggie, and in 
summer in the gardens of his palace. Some 
brilliant wits have ventured to say that the 
Pope is not 2 ee at all,and that no 
one prevents his going out. It is, neverthe- 
less, true that Pius IX. is mo 
er in the V;:

His holiness goes to bed at 10. al- 
ways unassisted by his attendants. The 
linen needed to bind up a wound hé has up- 
on his leg is brought to him, and binds it on 
himself. Sometimes during this operation 
his valet hears him singing some hymn in 
an undertone. Every one knows that Pius 
IX. has a charming voice, rich and sonor- 
ous. His bed resembles a collegian’s, be- 
ing made of iron, without curtains, and has 
only a strip of carpet two feet long in front of 
it. In this simple chamber the holy father 
takes his well-earned rest. Pius IX. sleeps 
as quietly as a child. 

His health is extraordinary for his age.— 
Once a week his doctor and surgeon come 
to visit him in order to discharge their duty. 
He lets them feel his pulse, and when they 
declare him to be free from fever he gives 
them their conge with a few kind words and 
pleasant jokes, such as are natural to his 
gentle and amiable character. All kinds of 
trials have fallen upon the august old man’s 
shoulders without crushing him, and with- 
out —— him of his natural serenity.— 
The bark of Peter is accustomed to encoun- 
ter storms, and floats in them as in its nat- 
ural element, If ever you visit the admira- 
ble library of the Vatican you will see in 
one of its show-cases a little golden cross, 
which was found in an ancient urn buried 
in the basillica of San Lorenzo. The cross 
belonged to Pius IX. He gave it to the li- 
brary, and wrote under it these words, which 
are a resume of all his life, and will very 
aptly close. this chronicle: Crux est vita 
mea. Mors inimica tibi.

The Foundation of Two Old Myths. 
BY ALINE WINSLOW. 


Stop, Bright-eyes! Don’t skip my story, 
because foundation is a dull-looking word, 
and you do not know what myth means! I 
want to tell you something wonderful and 
true. We'll look in ‘‘Webster” and find out 
about ‘“‘myth.” 

A myth is a fabulous or imaginary state- 
ment—a tale of some extraordinary person- 
age or country. 

For example, Baron Munchausen’s sto- 
ries, and Gulliver’s adventures among the 
giants of Brobdignag, and the little people 
of Lilliput, are all myths. 

The old story of a race of pigmies in Cen- 
tral Africa, who —_ year waged fierce 
wars with the cranes, has been supposed to 
be equally fabulous; but recent travelers in 
Africa tell us that there actually is in Cen- 
tral Africa, a tribe of people about four feet 
high. They have large heads, and slender 
bodies. Their lower jaw and chin protrude, 
giving the face an ape-like expression not at 
all handsome. 

They are very agile; even the old men 
will dance in a wonderful way for a long 
time, and they are noted for their fights with 
wild elephants. All the tribes of the interi- 
or hunt the elephant, but these dwarfs are 
the most successful. The skin of the ele- 

hant is so thick on his back and sides that 
it takes a long time to destroy him with their 
weapons, but these little men will dart un- 
derneath the elephant and wound him in the 
belly, and then get out of the way of the 
maddened creatures in safety. 

Schweinfurth tells about being surrounded 
one morning by a troop of impudent boys, 
as he supposed, who danced about him with 
strange grimaces and took aim at him with 
their darts and arrows; then retreated as 
snddenly as they appeared. He found out 
afterward that he had really been in danger, 
for these pigmies were*not boys, but full- 
grown men, warriors well trained to fight. 

He did not succeed in penetrating into 
their country, but the king gave him one lit- 
tle man, who was his companion for months 
and of whom he took great care, hoping to 
bring him home with him. He killed him- 
self, however, by over-eating, a fault of 
which it was impossible to cure him. 

Du Chaillu has written a book about this 
dwarf nation, aud others have seen and writ- 
ten about them; so we must acknowledge 
that Herodotus and other ancient travellers 
had some foundation for their stories. 

You’ve heard some of the old Greek and 
Roman myths; perhaps you've read in Haw- 
thorne’s Tanglewood Tales how Cadmus 
sowed the dragon’s teeth and reaped a har- 
vest of armed men; and of the cruise of the 
Argonauts in quest of the golden apples of 
Hesperides. You've heard of Scylla and 
Charybdis. Do you remember about the Si- 
rens, the singing mermaids, who sang so 
sweetly that all who heard them forgot their 
homes and were allured to destuction? Wise 
Ulysses made all his men stop their ears 
with cotton, and caused himself to be bound 
firmly to the mast when they sailed by: so 
he heard the song and escaped destruction. 

Modern science has found a foundation 
for all these old stories of the Sirens in the 
musical sounds produced by certain fishes. 

You thought fishes were mute? Few peo- 
ple know that some sorts can sing, though 
Aristole wrote about it centuries ago. 

Lately, scientific men have been making 
extensive observations, and have found out 
that of the more than three thousand species 
that exist, fify-two are now known to pro- 
duce sounds. Some of these make grunting, 
or grating, or humming noises, but some 
utter very sweet sounds. 

The fishermen told Sir J. E. Tennent, 
late Govenor of Ceylon that certain sounds 
resmbling the faint, sweet notes of an o- 
lian harp, proceeded from the bottom of a 
neighboring lake; that both they and their 
fathers were familiar with these sounds made 
by a species of shell-fish. They called them 
“erying-shells.” So Sir J. E. Tennent took 
a boat and went out on the lake, one moon- 
light night, and thus describes the sounds 
he heard: *“They came up from the water 
like the gentle thrills of a musical chord, or 
the faint vibrations of a wine-glass when its 
rim is rubbed by a moistened finger. It was 
not one sustained note, but a multitude of ti- 
ny sounds, each clear and distinct in itself; 
the sweetest treble mingling with the lowest 
bass. On applying the ear to the wood-work 
of the boat, the vibration was greater in vol- 
ume.” The sounds varied vonsiderably at 
different points, and they did not hear them 
on all parts of the lake. Did you ever rub 
the edge of a goblet round and round, after 
dipping your finger in water? If not, ask 
your mother to let you try it some day afer 
dinner, that you may know how fishes’ mu- 
sic sounds. 

A party of intelligent persons heard music 
in the harbor of Bombay, described as ‘‘like 
the protracted booming of a distant bell, the 
dying cadence of an olian harp, the note 
of a pitehpipe or tuning fork, or any other 
long-drawn-out musical note.” The fish 
that was said to produce these sounds close- 
ly resembled, in size and shape, the fresh- 
water perch. The sounds rose from the wat- 
er all around the boat. 

Singing fish seem to me almost as won- 
derful as mermaids, but I assure you, on the 
authority of M. Dufosse, an eminent French 
naturalist, that this fish story is a true story.
